Mo., where he attended college
from 1S56 to ISiS. He was a classmate of
Governor Dockery.

After graduating he embarked in the
mercantile business at Mllldale, Mo. In
1S5S he married Miss Sarah Fonler of Ben-
ton County, Missouri, who surles him.
ENLISTED IN CONI"EDERATB ARMT.
Shortly after his marriage he went Into

business for himself at Colecamp, Mo., and
remained there until the war broke cut. He
enlisted as a private in the Confederate
service under General Marmaduke. He
rapidly rose In rank until he was appointed
Major on General Marmnduke's staff. In
1834 he was honorably discharged on ac-

count of wounda In the head and hip, which
he sustained at the battle of Bayou Meta
in Arkansas.

In the foil of 1SK Major Rainwat-- r came
to St. LouI and took a position us tales-
man for Jesso Arnot & Co.. wholesale hat
merchants.

He remained with the firm several years.
He then organized the wholesale hat firm
of Rainwater & Boogher. on Washington
avenue, from which firm he retired some
time ego.

While giving close attention to his busi-
ness. Major Rainwater found time to take
an active part In politics and the organiza-
tion of Confederate Veterans throughout
the State. He was adjutant general of the
State organization of the Confederate Vet-
erans at the time of h' Ccath. In 1576 he
was elected Police Commissioner of St.
Louis and made an cn table record as a
city official.

IS HELD TO BE VALID.

a ResnU, Dreyer of Chtcasjo Will
Have to Serve? sv Term ot

Imprisonment.

REPUBLIC SPECIAL
Springfield, 111., Nov. 10. A telegram re-

ceived this afternoon from Attorney General
Hamlin, who Is In Washington arguing the
motion to dismiss the case of the State ot
Missouri vs. the Sanitary District of Chi-
cago and the State of Illinois, announces
the fact that the Supreme Court of the
United States y affirmed the Judgment
ot the Supreme Court of Illinois and the
Criminal Court of Cook County In the case
of Dreyer.

On February 4, 1SS0, Dreyer was Indicted
for failure to turn over, on demand, to his
successor in office, funds which came into
his hands as treasurer of the west Chi-
cago Park Commissioners, amounting to
(316,000. At the first trial under this Indict-
ment, the Jury disagreed and were dis-
charged. At a second trial, had In Febru-
ary and March, 1900. Dreyer was found
guilty and sentenced In conformity with the
law commonly known as the Indeterminate
sentence or parole law. The case was
taken to the Supreme Court ot Illinois,
where Is was affirmed and from there on
writ of error to the Supreme Court of the
United States.

The Supreme Court of the United States.
In the opinion handed down sus-
tains the constitutionality of the parole or
Indeterminate sentence act and the act cre-
ating the Board of Pardons. Tho court also
affirms the Judgment of the Supreme Court
of Illinois and the Criminal Court of Cook
County on the various questions relied upon
for a reversal.

Dreyer Is at present confined In tho Cook
County Jail, and as a result of this de-
rision he will be Immediately transferred
to tbePenltcntlary at Jollet.
